2. NIS Outline Gui de for Subsection 64D 

The Air Force member reported that State*® proposal o€ 

4 March 1957 for change* in the outline guide lor Subsection 64D 
(Aircraft Production) w&a acceptable to Air Force subject to clarifi- 
cation on the question of whether State wiU provide support of the 
economic requirements of the new outline in the form of & written 
contribution t o the Subsection. Agreement was reached between the 
State and Air Force member* that State would provide the support in 
question to a maximum degree short of writing and submitting a 
formal contribution to Air Force, following which the Committee 
approved the outline guide lor Subsection 64 D as amended by State 
(refer to Item 2 NCM 240).

The Army member reported that the proposed outline guides 
for Section 22 and Supplement II (Coasts and landing Beaches) were 
acceptable to Army subject to several miner change® of a nonsubstantive 
nature (refer to Item 2 NCM 240).

The Committee discussed possible way® of assisting Navy 
in meeting a priority requirement for comprehensive basic intelligence 
on the Midi!® East (refer to Item 4 NCM 241), Exclusive of Chapters I t 
the majority of the outstanding e -actions on the Middle E&st areas are 
in Chapters IV, V, and VI for which production responsibility rests 
with State. The State member advised that any increase in presently 
scheduled production in the current three -year forecast period was 
contingent on & build up of capabilities of tke regular OXR staff so 
that it would not be necessary to divert HIS capabilities to meet urgent 
Departmental requirements in the event the present unstable situation 
continues in the Middle East. Such a build-up is now in process, and 
it may enable State to schedule more sections in those areas in the 
year-end revision of the production forecast. Approximately one-half 
of the sections now outstanding on Middle East Areas are scheduled 
for production during the forecast period, and the Navy member 
agreed that this would generally meet Navy's requirement if the 
schedule is met in full. As an interim measure Navy requires a 
small briefing pamphlet on tho Middle East for staff and flag officers. 
State agreed to furnish Navy with catalogs listing all NIS*s, IK'S, and 
State -produced studies on the area which, in conjunction with published 
NIS on the area, would enable Navy ics prepare the needed briefing 
pamphlet. The Navy member agreed that the support offered by State 
would meat ONIte immediate requirements ©a the Middle East.
